One  can  hardly  stutfi’  the  subject  with 
out  being  overwhelmed  with  the  import- 
ance of  bringing  sonftthing  to  pass  to 
help  the  situation;  &>ing  greatly  em- 
barrassed as  to  wherflto  begin. 

Possibly  one,  wouldMietter  begin  with 
a definition:  “loaderwiip”  means  lead- 
ership and  not  “driveAhip”;  to  lose  this 
distinction  is  fatal  tfi  all  true  under 
standing  of  the  subjegt. 

We  are  all  familiiA  with  the  enthu 
sia-tic  brother  who  hw  reached  the  con 
elusion  that  leadership  is  of  paramount 
importance  and  who  Mas  then  tried  to 
force  his  congregating  to  adopt  and  fol- 
low some  whim  of  lift  own  by  sheerlc 
commanding  it  to  lag  done.  When  this 
tyjs*  of  conduct  meetrwith  its  deserved 
rebuke  from  the  tlgrk , or  from  the 
short-honied  deacon.  B we  must  not  has- 
tily conclude  that  leadership  among  our 
churches  is  an  “iridAeent  dream.’’ 

Probably  Baptist  cfiirches  suffer  more 
than  others  from  thB  want  of  efficient 
leadership;  to  be  suA,  this  fact  might 
suggest  that  among  Aptist  churches  we 
could  obtain  the  verB  highest  results  if 
real  leadership  couldpie  achieved 

T think  it  is  beyoiA  all  question  that 
our  country  eluircheAuffer  most  in  this 
matter  of  inefficient  leadership.  Tn  a 
, community,  known  tathis  writer,  ther<» 
are  three  rather  stroAcountry  churches. 
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ministered  to  by  “ once-a-mouth  ” 
preaching  by  three  preachers  who  live  a 
long  way  from  their  charges.  A very 
large  per  cent  of  these  preachers  (we 
could  not  Call  them  pastors)  salaries  is 
required  to  pay  railroad  fare. 

When  it  was  suggested  to  some  of  the 
prominent  members  of  one  ot  tneso 
churches  that  it  would  be  welt  for  them 
to  get  together  and  settle  -a.  pastor  in 
the  community  where  he  might  serve 
all  these  churches  in  the  capacity  of 
pastor  as  well  as  preacher,  these  mem- 
bers instuntly  agreed  that  suen  a course 
would  lie  admirable,  but  alas,  no  one  felt 
called  upon  to  undertake  the  enterprise: 
It  was  then  suggested  to  one  ot  the 
preachers  of  one  of  thesp  churches  that 
he  take  the  matter  up;  hi^Veply  was  that 
these  churches  would  think  that  he  was 
trying  to  get  a “job.” 

I submit  that  it  would  be  well  for  the 
preachers  to  be  a little  more  frank  and 
a great  deal  less  timid  in  this  matter  ot 
securing  calls  anyway— what  if  they  did 
say  he  wanted  a “job” — the  folks  in  the 
churches  know  that  the  preachers  do 
want  a “jab,”  and  there  are  some  of  us 
who  have  the  suspicion  that  the  more 
the  average  preacher  tries  to  disguise 
this  fact  the  more  he  merely  succeeds  in 
giving  an  impression  of  his  own  want  of 
sincerity  and  frankness. 

These  three  churches  have  been  de- 
nied adequate  pastoral  attention,  and 
son  e pastor  has  been  denied  a fruitful 
lieid  of  labor,  just  because  some  one  of 
ihf?e  preachers  would  not  take  the  mat- 
ter in  hand  and  lead  these  churches  to 
do  precisely  what  they  wanted  to  do. 

The  want  of  financial  system  in  mosi 
of  our  churches  is  enough  to  make  the 
angels  weep — if  angels  have  any  interest 
in  such  things.  To  call  the  financial 
methods  of  many  of  our  country  church 
es  a “joke”  is  literally  true  to  the  fact! 
in  the  case.  On  at  least  three  occasions 
the  writer  of  this  article  has  witnessed 
the  "joke”  of  raising  money  to  defray 
one  of  the  necessary  and  usual  expense 
of  these  churches.  The  joke  is  about  as 
follows:  One  or  more  of  the  leading 
brethren  suggest  to  two  or  three  of  the 
“jolly”  girls— yes  sir,  the  girls! — that 
they  take  up  a collection  for  said  object, 
whereupon  the  said  jolly  girls,  in  a kind 
of  spirit  of  levity;  with  tones  of  banter, 
proceed  to  ask  such  individuals  as  they 
meet  and  feel  like  asking:  “Won’t  you 
give  us  some  money  for  the  preacher” 
— or  whatever  the  object  may  be.  The 
member  thus  accosted  would  almost  in- 
variubly  look  on  the  matter  as  a kind  of 
joke  and  after  a little  bantering  refusal, 
absolutely  refuse  to  give  anything,  or 
else  give  about  little  as  he  could,  to 
be  at  all  consistent  with  rather  illy  de- 
veloped ideals  of  gvving  self-respect. 

If  I had  not  seen  almost  identically 
the  above  described  procedure  I should

very  reluctantly  believe  it  were  possible. 

Whut  ha$  misled  us  ministers  into 
thinking  that  we  should  not  take  a hand 
in  raising  Ihe  “subscriptions”  in  ou» 
churches  tq  any  or  all  necessary  ex 
pensesT  If  Jhe  pastor  does  not  take  the 
leadership  here,  it  is  absolutely  certain 
that  practically  all  of  our  churches  will 
full  woefully  short  of  what  they  ought 
to  do.  In  a conversation  the  writer  hail 
with  Dr.  Rt  S.  McArthur,  of  the  justly 
fumous  Gulvary  Church  of  New  1’orU 
City,  that  distinguished  pastor  told  of 
how  he  “gojt  under  the  burden”  or  rais- 
ing his  “budget”  each  year.  It  is  not 
to  be  assumed  that  Dr.  McArthur  car- 
ried around  a subscription  papier  him- 
self, but  I (Jo  know  one  pastor  who  nas 
met  with  a considerable  degree  oi  suc- 
cess who  h*s  done  that  very  thing.  Of 
course  he  was  wise  enough  to  say  that 
the  church  was  making  an  effort  to  ad 
just  its  financial  relations  and  that  he 
had  called  to  see  how  much  of  the  bur- 
den that  particular  member  was  willing 
to  bear. 

I am  very  much  disposed  to  think  that 
this  hypiers^nsibility  on  the  part  of  most 
of  our  ministers  in  this  matter  of  raising 
money  for  church  expanses,  is  what  we 
may  call  a r degenerate  survivor”  irom 
those  days  iwhen  a preacher  was  looked 
upon  as  a mendicant  and  his  dole  was 
collected  in  the  beggar’s  bowl  as  he 
begged  frorfi  door  to  door. 

I think  we  owe  it  to  our  high  calling 
to  resent  the  implications  implicit  in  this 
undue  sensitiveness  on  the  part  of  so 
many  of  ouf  brethren  in  these  mattere  of 
financial  responsibility  in  church  life. 
Beyond  question  our  best  laymen  would 
heartily  welcome  genuine  frankness  and 
open-minded  sincerity  on  the  part  of  the 
pastor  in  all  these  financial  and  business 
relations  which  the  pastor  sustains  to 
his  church. 

Many  of  us  would  be  surprised  to  find 
how  readily  the  average  church  re- 
sponds to  real  leadership.  When  a pas- 
tor can  give  his  pieople  a vision  of  some- 
thing worth  while  and  inspire  them  with 
even  a reasonable  hopie  that  they  are 
able  to  accomplish  the  worthy  end 
sought,  then  the  problem  of  successful 
leadership  has  about  solved  itself.  The 
first  requisite  for  leadership  on  the  part 
of  the  piastor  is  the  possession  of  a clear 
vision  of  some  exalted  end  to  be  accom- 
plished. 

The  next  requisite  for  successful  lead 
ership,  after  that  if  a worthy  object, 
clearly  seen  by  pastor  and  people,  is  that 
homely  virtue  of  persistency;  alas,  this 
virtue  is  none  too  prevalent  among  min- 
isters! That  quality  of  soul  which  will 
not  surrender  nor  run  away  cannot  be 
too  highly  commended.  Divine  intelli- 
gence alone  knows  the  defeats  the  cause 
of  our  Master  has  sustained  because  of 
the  want  of  this  superlative  quality  in 
the  soldier  of  the  cross.

It  takes  moral  courage,  too,  to  be  .1 
leader.  Some  times  true  leadership  puts 
the  pastor  in  tl)e  cruelest  of  dilemma.  It 
may  bring  him  to  face  the  fiery  trial  of 
being  without  food  and  raiment  for  his 
little  ones  and  himself,  sometimes  he  has 
io  face  the  exquisite  torture  of  bein^  re- 
garded as  a failure  by  his  brethren.  It 
takes  moral  courage  to  be  a lender  of 
men,  especially  men  in  church  capiacity. 
But  God  has  empilauted  in  the  human 
soul  a love  for,  and  willingness  to  follow, 
a hero. 

The  oft  discussed  quality  of  “tact”  in 
leadership  is  but  another  name  for  com 
monsense  in  leadership.  Of  course  1 re- 
gard commonsense  as  a pre-supposition 
in  all  I have  said. 

I submit  that  the  tijne  is  at  hand  when 
we  ministers  should  address  ourselves 
with  greater  earnestness  and  more  thor- 
ough going  endeavor  to  this  imperative 
demand  made  today,  by  the  cause  of 
Christ,  that  we  feel  the  dignity  and  ns 
sume  the  responsibility  and  burdens  of 
more  effective  leadership  in  our  churches 

Silver  Creek,  Miss.,  Aug.  8,  1910. 
Dear  Brother  Bailey: 

If  you  can  allow  me  a little  space,  I 
will  use  the  present  occasion  to  thank 
Brethren  Martin  Ball,  H.  C.  Roberts  and 
yourself,  for  kindly  mention  through 
The  Record,  and  will  make  a brief  state 
ment  for  myself. 

During  the  years  of  1903  to  1908,  I 
was  pastor  at  Edwards,  Rocky  Springs, 
Belzona  and  other  points  in  the  Delta; 
Laurel  Second  Church,  Hiwanee  and 
W aynesboro,  and  Lumberton.  I have 
no  apology  to  make  for  the  work  done, 
and  invite  my  brethren  to  reler  io  ».uue 
if  desired. 

April  1,  1909,  we  came  to  Silver  Creek 
and  bought  a home,  expecting  to  do 
pastoral  work  from  that  point,  begin- 
ning last  fall.  In  the  meantime,  all  the 
meetings  which  it  was  possible  for  me 
to  hold,  opened  to  me  for  last  summer, 
with  a fair  prospect  of  a good  fall 
season. 

About  the  middle  of  May,  1909,  I re- 
turned home  from  Carriere  where  I had 
been  preaching  in  a meeting  for  Bro. 
L.  G.  Varnado  aqd  found  that  Mrs. 
Maum  was  on  the  verge  of  a nervous  col- 
lapse, which  came  a little  later  in  the 
spring  or  early  summer.  It  finally  be- 
came apparent  that  some  radical  meas- 
ures must  be  resorted  to,  and,  August 
11.  1909,  she  underwent  an  operation  at 
the  Jackson  Sanatorium,  at  the  instance 
of  Dr.  Crisler  and  others.  The  operation 
"as  successful,  but  her  health  had  so 
far  failed  that  an  immediate  recovery 
" as  impossible,  and  it  became  necessary 
for  me  to  be  at  home  all  the  time,  and 
to  this  end,  I accepted  secular  work  as 
bookkeeper  and  later,  teller  in  the  Mer- 
chants’ and  Planters’  Bank.

the  spring  of  this  year,  I found  it 


hard  to  be  away  from  home  at  night, 
and  became  interested  in  other  secular 
business,  April  1st.  On  June  6th  i sold 
my  interest  in  the  business  and  am  now 
in  pxsition  to  accept  pastoral  work. 

Sljs.  Maum’s  health,  as  Bro.  Roberts 
explained, ( is  not  fully  recovered,  and 
work  on  or  near  the  cost  would  be  liest 
for  pis,  as  we  are  advised  to  carry  her 
there;  but  work  anywhere  in  the  State 
or  out,  as  to  that  matter,  will  be  duly 
considered. 

Mqny  good  brethren  in  the  State  are 
nmofg  our  very  best  friends,  among 
them)  l>r.  Iowrcy  of  Mississippi!  College. 
Bro.  Rowe  of  the  State  Mission  Board, 
Bro.  Bailey  of  the  Record,  besides  a host 
of  pieachers  nnd  laymen  over  the  State. 

If  the  lord  leads  the  way,  I should 
like  jo  enter  piastoral  work  immediately, 
or  sqpply  for  some  church  or  churches, 
until  the  close  of  the  vear.
